Both men are 
iii the pink of condition, Corbett, ftc- 
cordinKtothe beat jadfiQfl, being more 
perfect physically than Fitxsimmone. 
They have worked hard and long. Cor- 
bett tirod out his trainers, while Fits- 
aimmona's naeiatautH are Bald to be still 
fresh. Principals and others are doubt- 
less ylnd the end ia ao near, Corbett ie 
the favorite, aa ho baa beeu all alonK, 
but many believe FitKBiuiinona has a 
good chance to win, Bince.they aay, it ia 
only ueceBBiiry to land once to knock 
outhioopppoiient.

WASHINGTON, March 16.—In the een- 


atn today 438 bills and night joint reso- 
lutions were introduced. 
They em- 


braced nearly every phase of procedure. 
Mr. Allan's batch of bills numbered 
about seventy-five. They included bills 
in regard to the foreclosure of the,ROV- 
ernment Hen on tho Union Pacific, to 
prevent professional lobbying, defining 
the powers of tho judiciary, for oervice 
pension, etc. 


Bills introduced by Mr. Halo related 


to a cablo bctwoon tho United States, 
Hawaii and Japan and to tho twelfth 
cunaiiB.

Mr. Lodge's bills included those to 


amend ttio immigration laws and for a 
Hawaiian cablo. 


Bankruptcy billa wero presented by 


Mr. Nelson of Minnesota and Mr. Lind- 
say of Kentucky. 
Mr. Morgan 10- 


introduced the Nicaragua canal bill nnd 
also a joint resolution to abrogate tho 
Clayton-llulwer treaty. 


Nuineroua bills relating to tho Pacific 


railroads were presented, including that 
of Mr. Morgan, to create a board of 
trnotesa for tho Union Pacific and Con* 
tral Pacific railroada. 


Ono of Mr. Thnraton'a bills provided 


for tbe increase of all pensions. 


A resolution by Mr. Frye calling for 


information as to the application of 
civil aervico ruloa to river and harbor 
work, was agreed to after Borne criticism 
of civil service operationa. Mr. Oock- 
rell naked if the bill waa a stop toward 
abolishing civil service rules.
